Wasmngtux, Oct. 9.

The Indian Department has had the
Delaware Land apprais-
ed according to treaty. The lands

the. . fertile valley the Kansas
rivcr.from its mouth and Westward.
They are supposed to be the best the
United States. Of the two hundred
thousand acres to be sold on the 17th
of November, not one is said to be in
ferior to the' best "in the valley of the
Miami or the Scioto.

Although the land is of such immense
value, the body of it has been appraised
at only dollar and twenty-fiv-e

cents per acre; the lowest sum which

the treaty would allow, and the highest
at twelve dollars. 'And yet adjacent
to Leavenworth, ten thousand dollars
have been offered for a Government
title to ten acres. The average ap-

praisement, per acre, i3 said to be one

dollar and seventy-fiv- e. cents.
'Speculators some time ago intended

to enter upon the reservation, and laid
off a town caliedr "Leavenworth."
The lots, 2,500 in number, are ap-nrais-

ed
